the demand Is far below normal
owing to few industries in operation.

various large oil companies endeav-
oring to establish trade relations by
devising credits. A. C. Bedford, of
the Standard Oil of New Jerwy, Van
Dyke, of the American Refining
Company; Deheny, of the Mexican
Petroleum Company, and Minor
Meriwether, ol the Midco Mexico
company, are among the large opera-
tors In Europe.

The price
of Mexican crude has been rapidly j

declining to a point which makes its J

production unprofitable and places

producer.
